War on U-Boats Effective. 

Just how egective has been the war 
against the U-boats is shown by figures 
on destruction of allied shipping to the 
naval committee of the French cham- 
ber of deputies Saturday by Minister | 
Leygues. They reveal that sinkings of | 
merchantmen have fallen off to the! 
point where new construction is ex- 
ceeding the destruction even now be- 
fore American yards are in full swing 
& the great building program mapped | 

ut by the shipping board. 

“The monthly average of destructions 
this year, as given by M. Leygues, is 
315,000, pared with more than 500.- 
000 tons monthly in 1917. In April, of 
lJast year, the first month of Germany’s 
unrestricted submarine warfare, the 
tonnage sunk was 871,000. In April, 
of this year, it had dwindled to about 
268,000 tons. 

On the other hand, the destruction 
of submarines is exceeding their con- 
struction by the enemy and the margin 
is expected to increase as additional 
American destroyers which now are be- 
ing turned out rapidly to take their 
place with the war craft operating in 
the war zone. 

The total of allied shipping destroyed 
in the first four months of 1918 was 
placed by Minister Leygues at 1,262,345 
tons and even if the submarines are 
able to maintain this rate, which offi- 
cialse doubt, the year’s total would be 
something like 3,700,000 tons, or less 
than the estimated amount of tonnage 
which the shipping board believed 
America will produce during the year. 

Shipping Gain for Years. 

Adding to American production the 
output in Great Britain, France and 
Japan, the allies would gain for the 


year something like 2,000,000 tons, not 
counting the 1,000,000 or more tons of 
chartered Japanese and Norwegian 
ships and requisitioned Dutch vessels. 

While encouraging officials emphasize 
the fact that these figures do not fur- 
nish the margin of ety that is neces- 
sary-and@ there will be no relaxing of 
building efforts in any of the allied 
countries or in America. 

England's output thus far this year 
has not come up to expectations and 
the American yards have not turned 
out the tonnage anticipated because of 
freight congestion and other causes, 
and renewed efforts are being made to 
make up their deficiencies.

Washington, May 13.—American of- 
ficers were inclined tonight to char- 
acterize reports from London via Ot- 
tawa that American troops would not 
be used until a complete and power- 
ful American army had been developed 
in France as an echo of the political’ 
controversy precipitated in England by 
the incident of General Maurice. They 
could see no other explanation since 
the statement attributed to the “war 
committee” of the British war cabi- 
net was promptly repudiated by Lord 
Reading, British ambassador here, and 
later declared by Secretary Baker in a 
formal statement to be absolute vari- 
ance with the facts, as known here. 
‘Lord Reading’s statement said he 
was confident no such announcement 
had been issued with the Knowledge 
of Premier Lloyd-George, adding that

ly opposite. Secretary Baker said 
American troops were. being used now 
in battle ang would continue to be 
used as the supreme commander, Gen- 
eral Foch, deemed best. 

Statements by Reading and Baker. 

The statement of Ambassador Read- 
ing follows: 

“The statement attributed to the 
British war cabinet to the effect that 
the allies are so confident that having 
been given the choice of a small imme- 
diate American army for defense or 
waiting till they are reinforced by a 
complete, powerful, self-supporting 
American army, they have chosen the 
latter, is diametericaly opposed to all 
information received by me from the 
British war cabinet and to all the re- 
quests which I have been asked by 
them to make to the United States ad- 
ministration. 

“I am quite in the dark as to the 
origin of the statement. At present all 
I can say is that I am convinced that 
the document has not been issued with 
the knowledge of the prime minister or 
the British war cabinet.” 

Secretary Baker said: 

“The statement made in the morning 
papers purporting to come from Ottawa 
seems to say that American forces in 
France will not be used actively for 
the present, but will be conserved until 
they constitute a larger and independ- 
ent American army. 

“The facts are exactly otherwise. 
American troops in France are being 
used actively in battle and in the 


trenches, and, while all of the plans of 
the war department look to the devel- 
opment of the American army as such 
ang to the creation of a distinctly 
American army, yet the various ele- 
ments of it now in France are being 
used freely in the general cause and 
in such ways as are deemed most ef- 
fective in accordance with General Per- 
shing’s action in placing all of our 
forces at the disposal of the British 
and French commanders and of the su- 
preme commander.”

ing more nor less than a dividend of 6 per 
/cent on the preferred stock and 8 per cent 
.on the common stock of the electric com- 
pany, the majority of which is water, rep- 
resenting no actual investment of money. 
At the time the _ interests commonly 
known as the Hurt and Atkinson interests 
merged by the sale of the former to the 
latter the companies holding franchises 
from the city of Atlanta for electric, power 
and street railway purposes were the At- 
lanta Railway and Power company, with a 
capital stock of $2,000,000; the Atlanta 
Rapid Transit company, with a capital stock 
of 31,000,000, and the Georgia Electric com- 
pany, with a capital stock of $870,000, mak- 
ing a total capitalization of $3,870,000. Their. 
total bonded debt was $7,530,000. Without 
an audit of the books of said companies, 
your committee is unable to speak with 
certainty, but we are informed and believe 
that the bonded debt represented the ma- 
jority, if not all, of the actual cash in- 
vestment, the $3,870,000 of stock being in 
part, if not wholly, purely water, given to 
the bondholders as «a bonus. 
stock and

New Company Incorporated. 


The Georgia Railway and Electric 
pany, or the electric company, was 
porated to take over said company. 

It is significant that the bonded debt

The enormous returns to the electric com- 
pany have enabled it since 1904 to pay all 
expenses and charges, the interest on the 
bonded debt and dividends on its watered 
stock, From 1904 to 1911, inclueive, the 
electric company paid out in @ividends on 
the preferred stock $960,000, on the common 
stock $3,196,058 and added $3,524,178 to its 
surplus, after having in the year 1907 issued 
more stock, where no actual money was in- 
vested, in the form of a stock dividend of 
33 1-3 per cent, or $2,004,666. 

The year 1911 the electric company paid 
a dividend of 6 per cent on the preferred 
stock of $120,000 and 8 per cent on the com- 
mon stock, or $681,168, and added to its 
surplus $745,375. 

In other words, the year 1911 the elec- 
tric company could have paid a dividend 
of 16 per cent on a capital stock which did 
not represent an actual investment of money, 
and still have added $64,207 to its surplus.

method of declaring a stock diwdend of 
more than 125 per cent had been devised; 
$10,000,000 of the second preferred stock 
and $265,981.25 of first preferred stock of 
the power company passed by this transac- 
tion into the hands of the stockholders of 
the electric company, and thereafter the 
annual 8 per cent dividends upon the com- 
mon stock and 6 per cent on the preferred 
stock of the electric company appear to the 
public not as a dividend, but as a rental 
charge against the power company. 

-In 1917 the power company appeared be- 
fore the railroad commission with a peti- 
tion to pay a dividend in scrip of 6 per cent 
annually for tne years 1913, 1914, 1915 and 
1916 upon the first preferred stock, alleging 
that the earnings for those years had been 
more than sufficient to pay said dividends.

The challenge came 
after Mr. Howard had been quizzed by 
Jeff Bowden, one of the best-known 
men politically in this section of the 
state. 


Following his address in the court- 
house at noon, Congressman Howard 
spoke tonight in the city park to a 
large crowd. 

Mr. Howard made no reference to- 
day to 
Smith, and did not repeat his state- 
ment of Saturday.to the effect that “If 
I was running against Hoke Smith, I 
would take the hide off him.” 

Must Ask President. 

Towards the close of his speech Mr. 
Bowden arose and asked Mr. Howard, 
“Did you promise the president not to 
enter this race for the senate?’ 

“You must ask the president,’”’ was 
Mr. Howard's reply. “If you will write 
to him he will reply to that question. 
But I want to tell you right now that 
both William J. Harris and The Macon 
Telegraph know that the most unpar-

was sufficient food from home gardens 
saved the day in the face of this failure 
in national distribution. 

Just because you have read of the 
enormous potato crop and how potatoes 
could not be moved is no reason why 


t you should decide to leave your own 


suburban back lot in grass this season. 
On the contrary, you should realize that 
there would have been local potato 
famines throughout the country if it 
had not been for the thousands of home 
gardens. : 

Just because the papers carried sto- 
ries of how the government encouraged 
the growing of beans and then there 
was no way of getting them to market 
is no reason why you should strike the 
word bean off your 1918 garden seed 
memorandum. Rather it should remind 
you that your patriotic duty is to plant 
enough this year to insure your own 
supply for summer oonsumption and 
winter canning. 

Both potatoes and beans will relieve 
the wheat situation. The more pota- 
toes and beans we eat the less bread 


we need. With the first spring days 
winter potatoes lose prestige. The ap- 
petite craves the new potatoes early 
sent from southern gardens. But there 
are ways of luring the family into eat- 
ing the winter potato. Instead of serv- 
ing a baked or boiled potato that may 
have been appetizing enough on a cold 
mid-winter day, begin now to serve 
creamed potatoes or potato or bean 
salad. 

Select a number of medium-sized win- 
ter potatoes and boil until tender but 
still firm, let cool, remove the skin and 
then out Into dice-shaped pieces and set 
away in a covered bowl. For luncheon 
or supper make a dish of creamed pota- 
toes, mixing in a little parsley to :naake 
a more attractive and palatable dish. 

The folowing recipe for potato salad 
will prove appetizing for spring menus: 


Potato Salad. 
Cut cold, boiled potatoes into %-inch 
cubes to make one quart; chop fine, in a 


wooden bowl, one small, peeled onion, one 
tablespoonful of picalilli, one tablespoonful 
of capers, six branches of parsley, eight 
olives and half a green pepper (sweet) ; add 
six tablespoonfuls of olive oll, three table- 
spoonfuls of vinegar and one teaspoonful of 
salt, mix all together thoroughly and pour 
over the prepared potato, Mix gently with 
a spoon and fork, cover and let stand in a 
cool place until ready to serve. Turn on to 
a serving dish, sprinkle with fine-chopped 
parsley and garnish with hearts of lettuce 
and radishea,

Fletcher H. Brockman Comes 
to City to Speak Before the 
Methodist Conference. 


“Nothing can quite equal the foy of 
being back home,” said Fletcher H.

Cc. A. council, with General Secretary 
John R. Mott in Russia as a member 
of the Root commission during August, 
1917, when the National War Work 
Council passéd successfully through 
the first and probably greatest crisi§ 
in its thus far short history.

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SAVING THE SHORT LINES 


The federal government is soon to decide 
mpon the policy by which it will be con- 
trolled in taking over the railroads of the 
ecountry—that is to say, it must soon decide 
if it will take over all, or only some of the 

’ 


railroads. 

Affecting, as it does, not only the short 
line roads and their security holders, but 
owners of millions of dollars’ worth of prop- 
erty, the value of which ts dependent upon 
the prosperity of those roads, the settlement 
of the question is of great importance; and 
relatively of more importance to individual 
owners of property, industrial, agricultural 
or otherwise, the value of which is largely 
contingent upon the ability of the short 
transportation lines to afford service than it 
is to the railroads. ; 

Tt is obvious that if the government 
places its protection around one railroad, or 
one classification of railroads, to the exclu- 
sion of others, those excluded are bound to 
suffer. 

If the government assumes control of 
only the main trunk railroad lines and guar. 
antees their security holders certain returns, 
and leaves the small ones out in the cold to 
shift for themselves; and if it diverts from 
them to the federally-controlled lines a 
large part of their normal revenue-producing 

_ business, there is only one thing ahead of 
the short-line roads, and that is ruin! 

There are said to be 287 such short-line 
railroads in the southeast, and hundreds of 
others elsewhere throughout the entire 
country, not one of which, it is safe to say, 
was built with the idea of being able to 
serve its territory and to exist—much less 
to earn a fair margin of returns on the cap- 
ital invested in it—upon and by reason of 
transportatiun business originating at or be 
tween its own termini. 

Every one of them was built for the pur- 
pose of meeting loca) transportation needs, 
and for the development of territory not 
enjoying railroad advantages. But those 
who built them very naturally looked for 
their returns to come in large part from 
business originating elsewhere and diverted 
to the short line from the main line or lines 
with which it has terminal connections. 
This business they could reasonably and 
justly expect. 

But if the government is to retain con- 
trol and protection over only the important 
lines, the discarded short lines must go 
under. There is no other alternative open 
to them; because it would be to the govern- 
ment’s interests—in order to make the best 
possible showing for the roads retained—to 
divert as much as possible from the short 
lines the business normally belonging to 
them, and to route it over the government 
controlied lines. 

A short rail line outside of the federal 
control and federal-guarantee system, could 
not live and serve its territory without the

It is proposed to present the situation in 
all of its aspects to the administrative offi- 
clals in Washington, with full confidence 
that no action will be taken that will para- 
lyze the short line roads, and the territories 
served by them. 


MUST NOT GO BACKWARD! 


Preliminary to the convening of the leg- 
islative session each year there is inevit- 
ably more or less agitation about paring 
down appropriations. 

The usual agitation is now on, in ad- 
vance of the meeting of the general assem- 
bly in June. 

Everybody is agreed that the state has 
and will have no money that it can afford 
to waste—but it cannot afford to carTy 
economy to an extreme that threatens to 
strangle its progress. 

While undue lavishness\ and extrava- 
gance should be avoided, c should be 
exercised also to avoid going tso far in the 
opposite direction. : 

The state stands to suffer as much from 
parsimony as from profligacy. Either ex- 
treme would be detrimental. 

There is no reason why the various state 
institutions should suffer the curtailment 
of their revenue by the legislature this year 
—-the most prosperous year, perhaps, in the 
history of Georgia. 

Every beneficiary of the state’s revenue 
income has made good use of what it has 
thus far received. 

Where is the cheese-paring to begin? 

Surely not with the school fund; nor 


with any of the educational institutions; ‘ 


nor with the eleemosynary institutions, 
Every state department is doing good work, 
essential work, and better work than it 
could be expected to do with less money. 

The legislature might well bear in mind 
the truth that we can not stand still in a 
state of inertla—that we have either got to 
go ahead as a state, or go backward. 

And the richest state in the south, for the 
sake of a few dollars and in conformity with 
a mistaken idea of “economy,” must not be 
permitted to go backward! 


“EVERYTHING TO WIN?” 


“We can get along without wheat; we 
can do anything—everything to help,” was 
the early answer of Texas to the nation’s 
appeal for greater conservation in wheat 
products. 

And there was nothing conditional about 
it—to make home-sacrifices for a season, 
but ‘for the duratiow® of the war,” if it 
should be required. 

All the Texas patriots needed to know 
‘was the national necessity, in order that 
greater supplies may go to our troops and 
our allies. 

That is why the signing up of food pledge 
cards has made a record for Texas—the 
readiness to fall in line for service: “If 
there is anything we have that the govern- 
ment needs, it has only to ask for it.” 

And that’s the real spirit everywhere; 
and the action of the Texas farmers who 
recently placed at the government’s disposal 
carloads of flour they had ordered for them- 
selves, can be matched elsewhere by the 
spirit of patriotism, which knows no service 
limit while there is opportunity to serve. 

The further announcement of Texas 
patriots that they “would shake off shoes 
and go barefoot if that would help win the 
war,” was the occasion of humorous com- 
ment, involving “the alleged price of shoe 
leather;” but they meant just what they 
said; the spirit is all, and that is the view 
they take of it. : 

fo show how universal is this patriotic 
sentiment, The Griffin News prints, with 
editorial comment, a letter from an old 
colored citizen of that county—Asa Purifoy 
—who says:

Atlanta’s Good Record 
On Third Liberty Loan 


(From The Wall Street Journal.) 


There were many gratifying surprises 
in the final result of the third Liberty Loan. 
Tr instance, in the third week of the cam- 
paign the reports showed that the sixth 
federal reserve (or the Atlanta) district had 
taken but 10 per cent of its quota; but the 
final report shows an oversubscription of 
48 per cent, with each one of the 427 coun- 
ties in the six states taking more than their 
share. Gratifying as this may be, there is 
something still more important in a state- 
ment of the chairman of the loan committee, 
that the committee’s object was the sale of 
the bonds to individuals rather than to have 
the banks take them. 

This is the people’s war. Complaint has 
been made heretofore that the people, espe- 
cially in rural communities, did not fully 
realize it. However true that may have been 
at one time, the distribution of the loan to 
approximately 8,000,000 holders proves that 
the people now are awake to the truth Some 
of the agricultural states of the west were 
the first to take their allotments. This 
southern district referred to is a rural sec- 
tion, yet on the 6th day of April, the day of 
the opening of the campaign, more commun!- 
ties oversubscribed their quotas than any 
other part of the country. 

This is proof that the people are waking 
up. It is proof also that the farmer, when 
his country calls, will break all his traditions 
and invest in bonds. They have done it from 
one end of the country to the other. It is 
proof also that some banks and loan com- 
mittees are now handling the bond question 
in the most intelligent way—to sell ‘‘the 
bonds to individuals rather than to banka” 
Leave the banks free to finance the pro- 
ductive industry of the country, and call 
upon the people to finance their war and 
become the owners of the public debt. When 
loan committees throughout the country 
work for this purpose, oversubscriptions 
should be the rule. A good precedent has 
been set by the Atlanta committee which 
will be worth remembering when the next 
loan is announced. 
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SWEETS FOR THE STRONG. 

The hankering for sweets of the boys at 
the front is a very natural one. Sugar -is 
& source of immediately available energy for 
muscular effort. 

The craving of the growing child for 
candy 's equally normal. The child needs 
protein for building and warmth, fat for 
growth, carbohydrates for muscular energy. 
Candy or sugar in any form is carhohydrate, 
just as surely as is-sugar in a baby’s natu- 
ral food. More than half of the solid matter 
in breast milk is sugar, milk sugar. 

In advocating sugar, candy and sweets in 
the diet of growing children we wish to 
remind parents of two precautions. First, 
children should not be permitted to buy all 
sorts of adulterated jimcracks and lollypops 
Such candy as is not made at home should 
be obtained from responsible merchants who 
have some regard for the purity and clean- 
liness of such merchandise. And second, 
children should not be allowed to indulge 
the desire for candy or other sweets at any 
and all times of theday, but only at regu- 
lar meal times, as for dessert. It is not 
advisable to let a child nibble constantly 
or irregularly at any food, no matter how 
wholesome. 

We can remember when we wanted, ever 
s0 much, something sweet, cake or cookies 
or candy, but grandma, with her threat of 
worms, intervened in favor af just taters 
or canned fruit or something equally un- 
attractive. Why do grandmas assume that 
what they liked when they were children is 
not wholesome for grandchildren? 

A growing child needs fresh meat about 
three times a week, for building material; 


| various forms of fresh fat daily for growth 
| (butter, 


milk, cream, egg yolk); carbohy- 
drate for quickly available energy to meet 
the large demands of general activity and 
play. More than half of the energy should 
be in the form of carbohydrate. More than 
half the carbohydrate may be in the form 
of sugar. 

If there be one among you who says 
sugar makes children have worms, shoot him 
at sunrise. A child grows strong by active 
play. Let him have ample sweets in his 
daily ration to play on. 

And here is a tip to the husbands: Take 
home some candy to the hired girl, just as 
though you hadn’t married her.

When asked as to who was the host 
of the party, the witness answered that 
he did not exactly know, but that he 
had paid a dollar for his part of the 
supper, drinks included, and he gave 
it as his best opinion that it was liquor 
that was served. 

The witness also said that the hos- 
telry was an exclusively colored one, 
and that, so far as he knew, the party 
of detectives and other officials were 
the only white folks around. 

“Did you have any women dancing, 
and otherwise?” asked Police Commis- 
sioner Aldine Chambers. 

“No,” was the answer, “I did not see 
any.” , 
Detective Sturtevant explained that 
the reason for the party being held in 
the colored hotel was that the fame of 
the negro Pleas Thomas as a chef had 
gained such proportions through hav- 
ing served individual dinners to mem- 
bers of the police department, that the 
party chose that place in preference 
to others where more choice surround- 
ings might have been had at the ex- 
pense of the quality of the cooking. 

Detective Waggoner corroborated the 
story of the dinner party as related by 
Detective Sturtevant; varying only in 
that wine, and not whisky, was served 
to the best of his memory, saying that 
he, himself, had drunk wine upon that 
memorable occasion, but that he would 
not make oath as to what other revel- 
ers had consumed. 

His memory was not clear as to 
whether or not he had sent Sturtevant 
down to the station for the liquor, and 
he declared under oath that he did not 
know where the liquor came from that 
night of the dinner. He did admit, 
however, that there was wine served 
at the feast, and that he had partaken 
thereof. 

Waggoner also said that he had pull- 
ed Pleas Thomas for liquor selling. 

“Was that before the dinner?’ ask- 
ed Chairman Hatcher. 

“That made no difference to me,” 
said Waggoner, and explained that he 


would have pulled the negro for a! 


breach of the law notwithstanding the 
fact that he and a party of friends had 
dined in his hotel. 


BULLARD THERE, 
SAYS WAGGONER. 


Sergeant Waggoner added a name to 
the list of diners on the occasion of 
the party at Thomas’ hotel when: he 
said that Sergeant George S. Bullard 
was also there. 

“Do you know where the liquor 
came from that night?” was a direct 
question from Alderman Steve John- 
ston, and Waggoner answered by ex- 
pressing himself in doubt as to where 
the good cheer had 
stressing the conviction that it was 
wine, and wine only, he had consumed. 
He then said that an extra fine case of 
wine had been confiscated by the po- 
lice department, and that he had gotten 
two quarts of it, while others had 
helped themselves until the whole lot 
had disappeared. 

“Did you ever force Andy King to 
take any liquor from the police sta- 
tion?” asked Councilman J. C. Little. 
“He stated here this morning that all 
the liquor he had taken from there you 
had forced upon him.” 

“Tt did not,” was the reply. “Short- 
ly after his defeat he asked me to 
gend him some ‘corn licker,’ I remem- 
ber, and I sent it to him.”

“You are right,” agreed another-com- 
mitteeman, “the fine amounts to a li- 
peas and a mighty cheap license at 
that.”’ 

Witnesses had testified that notorious 
blind tigers had been repeatedly ar- 
rested and had been prosecuted in the 
state courts, getting off with small 
fines, and going back into the same 
occupation at once, caring but little 
for the fine that was placed upon them 
by the courts. 

The case of the negro, Monk Boyd, 
who has been arrested many times by 
the police and taken to the state 
courts, was cited, and although testi- 
mony adduced showed that the negro 
had been within the toils of the law 
dozens of times, that he had escaped 
the more severe penalties of the courts, 
and is today free upon the streets of 
the city despite the alleged fact that 
he has been caught with as many as 
ten barrels of liquor at one time in 
his possession.

Jackson recently received word that 
he had been placed in class 1-A by the 
draft board at Greenville,' S. C., his 
home town. He was notified on Sat- 
urday to appear before the nearest 
draft board for examination, the notice 
stating that he probably would be 
called between May 25 and June l. 

Jackson said tonight that he would 
start work at the shipbuilding plant 
tomorrow, but declined to state wheth- 
er he would seek exemption on the 
ground that he is employed in a war 
industry. He played his last game 
with Chicago here on Saturday. 

If Jackson should stay at the ship- 
yard as an employee he would be eligi- 
ble to play in the Bethlehem Steel 
baseball league, as a member of the 
Wilmington team. This organization 
has teams at Bethlehem, Lebanon and 
Steelton, Pa, Fore River, Mass., Wil- 
mington, Deh, and Sparrow’s Point, 
Md. It is one of the strongest leaigues 
outside of organized baseball, and has 
in its ranks many players formerly in 
the major and minor leagues. The 
Bethlehem Steel league opened its sea- 
son last Saturday. 


Sabotage Charged to Boy. 


Charleston, S. C., May 13.—Louis D.

. L. Collier, chief of con- 
the city, and MT. 
Meador, Jr., president of the Meador 
onstruction company, bidders on both 
contracts, issued statements yesterday 
explaining why the cost of the work 
for the city was greater than for the 
county. Mr. Collier added, however, 
that while there were many reasons for 
the difference, ‘“‘the bids for the city 
work were too high.” 

At a called meeting of the commis- 
sion Monday a week ago the county 
voted to pay the city’s share of certain 
paving in the city. By a contract be- 
tween the county and the city the city 
is the agent of the county to the ex- 
tent of, expending the money of the 
county, but the county awards the bids 
for the work. 

When the public works committee of 
the commission met last Saturday the 
bids were so high that they refused to 
award them until they could ascertain 
the reasons for the difference in price. 
This action on the part of the commit- 
tee will hold up the paving of a num- 
ber of streets in the city. 

H. L. Collier’s Statement. 

The following statements were issued 
to The Constitution Monday in regard 
to the difference in the price of the 
bids: 

Editor Constitution: The question has 
been asked, why should the contractor on 
Peachtree road, beyond the city limits, bid 
less for the paving of that portion of Peach- 
tree from city limits to Buckhead than the 
city contractor whose bid covers that por- 
tion of Peachtree between Pine and James 
streets? 

If you will allow me space in your valu- 
able paper, I wil endeavor to answer that 
question. It will not be my intention to 
attempt to justify the bids recently filed 
with the city council to pave Peachtree 
from James to Pine street, but to explain 
why the county contractor can pave his 
section of the road under the county speci- 
fications cheaper than the city contractor 
can pave his section under the city specifi- 
cations. 

The county contractor can procure his 
material in carload tots, either at the 
Brookwood station on the Southern railroad 
which is contiguous to Peachtree road, or 
from the Seaboard Air Line, three-quarters 
of a mile north of Brookwood, also contigu- 
ous to Peachtree road. 

The city contractor has the privilege of 
the same railroads and in addition, the 
others entering Atlanta, but the transfer 
tracks accessible on these roads will make 
the two hauls about equal. ; 

As to the purchase of stone, the two 
contractors are on about the same footing. 

As to the supply of sand, the city con- 
tractor would probably buy either from 
the Okmulgee river dealers or from Mont- 
gomery, Ala.; while the county contractor 
is preparing to take his sand out of Peach- 
tree creek, also contiguous to his section 
of Peachtree road. 

As to the cost, it seems to me that the 
county contractor would be able to secure 
his sand for not more than three-quarters 
the price the city contractor would have to 
pay, and have the benefit of a shorter haul, 
and the bulk 6f the pavement is sound. 

As to the asphalt to be used in the two 
sections, the county contractor would doubt- 
less erect his asphalt plant either on the 
Southern at Brookwood or on the Sea- 
oard Air Line, three-quarters of a mile 
north on Peachtree road; and the city con- 
tractor would be compelled to haul the as- 
phalt from two to two and one-half miles 
from his plant to his section of Peachtree, 
not only having a longer haul, but he 
would come in contact with much heavier 
vehicular and street car traffic in said haul. 


One of the Differences. 


In the preparation of the sub-grade, the 
county contractor, with any road plow, can 
break up the oil surface and macadam base 
on his section, while the city contractor 
would have to tear up the old asphalt pave- 
ment either with picks or with a scarifier 
and the same would have to be further 
broken up with large hammers, in order 
to get it into condition to be loaded on 
trucks, ; ‘ ¢ 

As to thé length of haul of waste mate- 
rial, both contractors under the contracts, 
have to haul 1,500 feet, if the city or coun- 
ty has use for the material within that 
limit, free. If the city or county cannot 
use this material the contractors have to 
find a place in which to waste it. Under 
those conditions the county contractor 
would be able to make his haul much short- 
er than the city contractor could make his. 

As to the traffic interferences, the coun- 
ty contractor will construct the pavement 
on the east side of street car track—tfirst, 
bringing back the pavement on the west 
side of the track. He will have from the 
street car track to the gutter a space of 
twenty feet unobstructed by traffic. He 
will have nothing whatever to do with the 
reconstruction of the pavement under 
street car tracks and, therefore, will not 
be in the least interfered with by the 
passing of street cars. ereas the city 
contractor will have a space of about twelve 
feet between street car tracks and curbing 
in which to operate, not being allowed to 
obstruct the sidewalk. The city contractor 
has to remove the old asphalt wearing sur- 
face down to the present concrete before 
he can know or before we can tell how 
much of the old concrete he will have to 
remove. If he finds the concrete in the 
main satisfactory he has to clean the same 
off and fill with cement grout all cracka. 
None of this the county contractor has to 
contend with and the city contractor is not 
paid a penny for his trouble. He only gets 
his price for the new asphalt wearing sur- 
face. 

Since the county contractor has nothing 
to do with street car track reconstruction, 
we need not bring into this explanation 
the extra trouble placed upon the city 
contractor by said reconstruction of street 
car tracks. ° 

Now as to the specifications for the pave- 
ments extending from the street car track 
to curb line, both the city contractor and 
county contractor are required to construct 
six inches of Portland cement concrete base 
made of one part cement, three parts sand, 
and six parts broken stone. On this foun- 
dation the county contractor is required, 
under his specifications, to put down two 
inches of bitulithic wearing surface and to 
finish with an asphaltic seal coat. The oity 
contractor, under city specifications, would 
have to place on his concrete foundation an 
asphaltic binder of one and one-half inches 
and a sheet asphaltic wearing surface of 
two inches. The asphaltic binder consists

layed payments make it necessary for the 
city contractor to carry a 
amount of the cost of the pavement one, 
two and three years. Our contractors, as 
a rule, are not wealthy men and have to 
secure some bank or capitalist to finance 
the contract for them, which, I am _  in- 
formed, costs the contractor from 7 to 12 
per cent on the amount financed. This is 
where most of the trouble can be found If 
the charter could be so amended as to al- 
low the city to pay the contractor on month- 
ly estimates and the balance on comple- 
tion of contract, I expect we would find 
the city and county bids much closér. 


Both the city and county place inspectors 
over the contractors, but up to this time 
I have heard of no objection offered on 
the part of either the county or the city 
contractors to said practice. Neither the 
city nor the county charge up this expense 
to the contractors. I think with the co- 
operation of our three splendid newspapers 
and our city fathers during the session of 
the next legislature, we can prune the city 
charter in several particulars to consider- 
able advantage. Both the county and city 
officials want first-class work and are not 
opposed to paying’a fair price. Conditions 
now are out of the ordinary and call for 
co-operation on the part of all concerned. 


Another point on which the county con- 
tractor has a considerable advantage at 
this time is that the government has sus- 
pended the priority order No. 2 so far as 
it affects the delivery of material on this 
Peachtree work; while the city contractor 
has to take “pot luck” and get his material 
as best he can, running the risk of long 
delays. This difference might make the 
one and break the other, ard, of course, to 
a’ considerable extent, affects the price of 
the bid. By the united effort of city pa- 
pers more than likely you could help the 
city officials also in getting a temporary 
release from priority order No. 2. 


So we see the difference in the specifica- 
tions as to the wearing surface and the 
difference as to method of paying for the 
work when completed make up the larger 
part of the difference as to cost of:the two 
contracts; and the removing of the old as- 
phalt wearing surface by the city contrac- 
tor, the endless delays caused by the street 
car and vehicular traffic and the guarantee 
of delivery of the county contractor’s mate- 
rial, make up the balance of the differ- 
ence. 


We appreciate your interest in the mat- 
ter and beg your further co-operation in 
our efforts to bring about the needed char- 
ter changes. The ten (10) year paving 
bonds will heal all our ails.

Meador Company’s Statement. 
The statement of T. D. Meador, Jr., 


president of the Meador Construction 
company, follows: 


Our attention has been directed to an arti- 
cle in Sunday’s Constitution, in which the 
public works. committee of the county com- 
mission makes a comparison of the bids for 
repaving Peachtree street, advertised for by 
the city of Atlanta, with the bids made 
early in April for paving Peachtree road 
from the city Iimits to Buckhead, adver- 
tised for by the county of , Fulton. This 
committee is quoted as not’being able to 
understand the difference in the price per 
yard for the two jobs. 


We were bidders on both jobs, and we are 
giad to explain to the county commissioners 
why the difference in price. 


1. The article*states that the same kind 
of pavement was bid on in each instance. 
This is a mistake. The pavement being 
put down on Peachtree road is greatly infe- 
rior to that specified for Peachtree street. 
The Peachtree road specifications call for a 
six-inch concrete base and a wearing sur- 
face of two inches made of crushed stone, 
sand, dust and asphalt, while the Peachtree 
street specifications provide for a _ six-inch 
concrete base, a binder course one and 
one-half inches thick on top of the con- 
crete base, composed of crushed stone, sand 
and asphalt; also a two-inch wearing course 
of sheet asphalt, made of sand, dust and 
asphalt. This wearing course is more ex- 
pensive than the wearing course specified 
for Peachtree road, 


2. The total thickness of the pavement 
specified for Peachtree road is eight inches, 
while that specified for Peachtree street is 
nine and one-half inches thick. Thus re- 
quiring more grading, more material, more 
hauling, more labor per yard. 

3. The material to be excavated from 
Peachtree road is crushed stone and dirt, 
while the material to be removed from 
Peachtree street is an asphalt pavement on 
concrete base. The grading on Peachtree 
street is more than twice as expensive as 
that on Peachtree road. 

4. The Peachtree street specifications per- 
mit the city to demand 40 per cent more 
thickness of asphalt surface, should the 
grade be changed in places, ‘ 

5. Prices on material have advanced since 
bids were received by Fulton county on 
Peachtree road. Cement has gone up 50 
cents net a barrel, and asphalt has advanced 
$10 a net ton. Labor is also much higher, 
and more difficult to secure. 

6. Fulton county requires no guarantee of 
its pavement from the contractor, while the 
city of Atlanta requires a five-year guaran- 
tee and a five-year maintainance bond. 

eachtree Road Sidetracks. 

7. Two sidetracks serve the Peachtree 
road job; one, the Seaboard Air Line is right 
at the work, and the Southern less than a 
quarter of a mile. The asphalt plant can be 
located at the Seaboard Air Line tracks, thus 
saving a tremendous expense in hauling. 
No plant site can be secured within two 
miles of the Peachtree street job, and the 
hauling expense would be high. 

8. The Peachtree street job must be done 
under traffic conditions, and the contractor 
will not be allowed to tear up but a short 
stretch of the street at a time. None of 
these hardships will apply to the Peachtree 
road job. 

9. The city of Atlanta pays monthly esti- 
mates of about 14 per cent of the value of 
the work done, while the county of Fulton 
pays 90 per cent monthly estimates of the 
value of the work done. Thus the contrac- 
tor on the Peachtree road job will only have 
his profit tied up in the job, while the 
Peachtree street contractor will have prac- 
tically the entire investment tied up. Less 
than ten thousand dollars will be required 
to finance the Peachtree road job, while 
over one hundred thousand dollars will be

10. Should anything delay the completion 
of the contract the Peachtree street con- 
tractor would have 86 per cent of the con- 
tract price withheld until the completion of 
the contract. Under war conditions this 
feature makes it a very hazardous under- 
taking for the contractor. On the Peach- 
tree road job the contractor never has more 
than 10 per cent of the contract price in- 
vested after each monthly estimate. 

We think the foregoing will show why 
there is a difference in price bid per yard 
for the two jobs. 

The county commission will no doubt be 
able to recall that this company in June, 


/1917, made a bid for $2.66 per yard for 


asphalt and concrete on Peachtree road 
from the city HMmits to Buckhead, which bid 
wes rejected as being too high. This job 

let in April at an increased cost of 
$42,000. This is cited not by way of criti- 
ciem of the commission, but as an i)lustra- 
tion of the rapid increase in cost. 

We have paved many streets in Atlanta, 
some of them at a loss, and none of them 
at an excessive profit. The price bid by us 
on Peachtree street is low, considering the 
unusual conditions, and we would not con- 
sider the job thirty -days from now at the 
price bid. 

This job has several times been widely 
advertised without attracting any great 
number of contractora, and while our bid 
is the lowest, whether or not the contract fs 
awarded to us is a matter of indifference. 
We think there is a legitimate profit in the 
job, but the conditions are such that any 
profit might be easily wiped out, and the 
undertaking completed by the contractor at 


a loss.

New York, May 13.—While somewhat 
irregular, the cotton market made a 
generally steady to firm showing to- 
day owing to the unfavorable average 
of crop news and covering. July con- 
tracts sold uf to 26.69, or 71 points net 
higher and closed at 26.43, with the 
general list closing steady at a net 
advance of 40 to 51 points. 

The market opened firm at an ad- 
vance of 5 to 22°points on the early 
weather reports showing too much rain 
in some eastern sections of the belt 
and unseasonably low temperatures in 
the southwest. It looked as though 
the break of late Friday and Saturday 
had left a considerable short interest 
in the market and offerings were light 
until active months sold some 60 to 70 
points above Saturday’s closing figures. 

Offerings then increased with sell- 
ing encouraged by a favorable western 
belt forecast and there were reactions 
of some 25 or 30 points. Disappoint- 
ing private consumption figures indi- 
cating that domestic mills had used 
only 547,000 bales of lint cotton for 
April against 652,000 last year, were 
also a factor on the setback. But of- 
ferings were not heavy and the market 
firmed up again during the afternoon 
owing to the continued bullish charac- 
ter of southern crop advices and un- 
certainty as to the showing of the 
weekly weather bureau report on Wed- 
nesday. July and October both touched 
the highest prices of the day on this 
second bulge, with October selling at 
25.95, and with the general list show- 
ing net gains of 67 to 78 points. The 
close was 20 or 25 points off from the 
best under realizing.

BOTH CITY COMMITTEES. 
~ ARE DECLARED ILLEGAL 


Will Carry Case to Supreme 


Court, Declares Secretary 
James Belcher. 


Judge John T. Pendleton, in the mo- 
tion division of the siipreme court, yes- 
terday denied the petition of the old 
city executive committee to enjoin the 
new city executive committee, ruling 
that both are illegal. 

The old committe, headed by Charles 


N. Allen as chairman, and James M. 
Belcher, secretary, brought the suit 
against the new committee, headed by 
E. © Buchanan and Alvin Richards, 
to prevent the new committee from 
holding its proposed primary on 
July 10. 

The old committe claims that its 
members were duly elected on October 


17, 1917, for a term of four years, and 
that the returns of the election were 
filed with the clerk of the superior court 
and that twenty days elapsed and no 
Protest was filed. This, they claimed, 
made their election legal. After they 
had entered on their duties, Mayor Asa 
G. Candler and the general council of 
Atlanta, without authority of law, un- 
dertook to declare the several places 
on the city executive committee vacant. 
They claim a new election was ordered 
and held on December 5, 1917. 

When the new committee named the 
day for the white primary the old com- 
mittee got busy and filed a petition 
to enjoin the committee from heaving 
the primary on that date. 

Mr. Belcher in a statement last night 
said that he was going to carry the case 
to the supreme court and that the old 
committee would hold its primary on 
September 11. 

Mr. Buchanan also stated that the 
new committee would hold a primary 
on July 10. 

The decision of the judge puts both 
the officers and the voters in an awk- 
ward position. A candidate for office 
will have to decide with which commit- 
tee he will place his fee, and the voter 
where he will vote. 

“In my opinion, any person who 
chooses may announce for office and 
run in the general election—any pri- 
mary that may be held by either of 
the two committees will not be bind- 
ing,”’ said Judge Pendleton.
